Ibis brings up tin* oilier basic criticism made by 
C o n g ress—that O P A ha been so busy chasing fractions 
oi a cent in pixes that it has ignored billions of dollars in 
food produc I ion, 
It vs as demotist rap d long ago to the satisfaction of 
Congress that * )PA had sacrificed production to price— 
had clone so consistently in such varied fields as sugar, 
butter, meat, poultry and eggs, 
O P A has appeared to be satisfied with price charts, 
whether the commodities could be bought or not; ( d i ­ 
gress wanted food in the stores. 
A political development which may attract more 
attention in the future than it has thus far is that Presi­ 
dent I rumen has twice bucked a majority sentiment in 
Congress in matters (Retaining to food. 
( )nt* was in the farm chaft, the other in whether to 
replace t >PA witll a one m an food 
czar."
